Gen. Butler’s idea w&3 to 
get a restraining order from the United 
States courts before the order is carried into 
effect 
J udge Blatchford, of the Second ju­ 
dicial circuit court, being absent from his 
circuit 
Gen. Butler thought ho 
could 
procure from J ustice Miller a writ restrain­ 
ing the army from executing President 
C.evelani’s order. 
CoL Corkhill says the 
order wa3 not issued, although he did not 
bear Butler’^ conversation with 
J ustice 
Miller. 
From what be understands G-*u. 
Butler to have said he is satisfied that there 
will be a big fight in the courts, and it will 
begin as soon as any overt act is committed 
m the line of carrying out the president^ 
order.

ROGUES FALL OUT, 


AND ONE OF THEM GETS A FATAL 
BULLET. 


M urder of Tom D a vis, th e Sporting Man, 
In H is Office, W here H e W as E n­ 
g a g ed In B a d B u sin ess— 
O ther Sins. 


N ew Y o re , Sept L —Tom Davis, who 
is a well known sporting man, and who 
backed Fitxgerald In his groat walking- 
matcb, was shot and killed in his own offleo 
Monday afternoon, by one Holland, of 
Abilene, TeXy the only witness being a 
man named Hill, who say* he 
i* city 
marshal of the same place. 
Both were ar­ 
rested, but neither would talk. 
So far as can be ascertained the circum­ 
stances of the shooting are as follows: 
Holland had negotiated with Davis for 
the purchase of $ 10,090 worth of counterfeit 
money for £ 500 iu good money. 
Oavl*, it U 
stated, counted out a number of bills in 
good money, made it Into pa cka g e and 
placed it in a sachet. 
Hill, believing that 
this was the counterfeit money, handed 
Davis $ 509 In good money according to 
agreement 
While the business wa» in prog­ 
ress a confederate of Davis removed the 
sachel 
Holland, who had e vidently been 
suspicious, saw the movement and imme­ 
diately firod three shots. 
The sachel found 
after the shooting was the one in which 
Davis had placed the good bills. 
After the two men had been locked up 
Capt Eakins went to Davis’ office, and on 
the dead man was found $ 554 in American 
bills and £ 45 in Canadian currency. 
In one 
corner of the room was also found a sachel 
containing a number of packages made up 
to represent genuine greenbacks, but on 
being opened they were found to contain 
waste paper, such as is used by swindlers in 
what is known a* the “ boodle game.’’ 
Mr. Thomas R. William*, of J ersey City, 
who was one of the first to enter the room, 
after the shooting, says that there was a £ 5 
counterfeit bill clutched in the right hand 
of Davis as he lay stretched upon the floor. 
In an old desk in the office were bonds *»f 
various kinds, some of them purporting to 
bs issued by the city of Mattoon, Ills. 
Davis was 45 years old, was married and 
had two children. 
He was a man of fine 
physique and pleasing manners. 
He is said 
to have accumulated a large fortune in the 
course of his varied career.
